RESOLUTION authorizing further study of 
the Comprehensive Transportation Plan 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana has adopted 
a comprehensive transportation plan as a part of the Master 
Plan for said city, and 

WHEREAS, said comprehensive transportation plan contem- 
I plates the construction of the north-south and east-west 
expressways; and 

WHEREAS, town hall meetings have been held in each of 
the six councilmanic districts for the purpose of providing 
convenient forums at which all interested citizens were 
free to express themselves upon said Comprehensive Trans- 
portation Plan; and 

WHEREAS, after meetings were held with various civic 
groups and governmental agencies for the purpose of examining 
said Comprehensive Transportation Plan; and 

WHEREAS, the potential benefits and disadvantages of 
said Comprehensive Transportation Plan have been thoroughly 
explored by the news media; and 

WHEREAS, it appears that the benefits to be expected 
from said expressways do not equal the cost in terms of total 
community impact, including among other detrimental factors, 
the social and economic costs of relocation to be caused by 
said expressways, the effect upon the ecology, and of said 
expressways the deterioration said expressways would produce 
in the neighborhoods through which they would pass and in 
the downtown area :

Those departments of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
concerned with engineering and planning cooperate among 
themselves to review the aforesaid Comprehensive Transpor- 
tation Plan and to revise the same so as to eliminate the 
north-south and east-wes-^expr^sways , except to the extent 
said east-west expressway^^^^ia be constructed along existing 
railroad rights of way without establishing any new corridor 
through residentail neighborhoods; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that aforesaid departments co- 
operate among themselves and coordinate with the Fort Wayne 
Public Transportation Corporation to devise a viable functi 
ing system of mass transportation :^r the commi^ity.
